A flash of lighting one kilom eter 
long aud lasting one-thousandth of a 
second represents energy calculated 
by O tto N airz to be worth S700 at 
the 
price for electric lighting in 
Berlin. 
T his energy corresponds to 
the industrial production of eleotric 
ity in all G erm any du ring 40 seconds, 
or to that 
of 
B erlin 
d u rin g 2(£ 
m inutes; and 
it would operate the 
Berlin elevated and subway an hour 
and a half at its busiest time, or run 
au express car at 125 miles an h o a r 
for the three hours trip from Berlin 
to F rankfort, or light a 32 candle- 
power lamp for eight years. 
Yet this 
is only au average flash, of which as 
many as 1000 have been counted in a 
single thunder-storm . 


L'he industrial nrospects of a nation 
are regarded by Pi of. L ippm aun, late 
president of the French association for 
tbejjad vancement of science, as largely 
dependent upon its scientific research 
and the em ploym ent of the m athem a­ 
tician, the chem ist and the physicist. 
G erm auy is setting the w orld’s pace, 
while the United States is closely 
following, 
and A ustiia and Sw itzer­ 
land are adopting the same methods. 
France, on tbe other hand, is lagging 
behind. 
The German way is exem pli­ 
fied by the Zeiss works at Jena, which 
employ 14 doctors of science; aud one 
large German an ilin e lactory has 145 
scientific chemists and 175 technolo­ 
gists. 
As these companies pay d iv i­ 
dends ot 20 to 30 per cent, there is 
evidently sound methods in their ex­ 
pensive madness. 
The krom arograph of L. K romo, of 
Vienna, is attachable to any keyed 
musicial instrum ent, and a system 
of 87 electrom agnets p rints in easily, 
read musical 
characters the notes 
played on tb e keys. 
in cochineal farming, Peru boasts 
ot a carious, 
but rapidly passing 
survival 
of 
prehistoric 
industry. 
The cochineal, first reoognized as an 
insect by tbe microscope of Leuwen- 
hoek in 
1703, thrives 
in tropical 
America, where it seems to have been 
cultivated for ceuturies before Cortes 
conquered Mexico. 
Since attracting 
the attentio n of King Ferdinando 
in 1518 it has been framed as one of 
the finest dyes. 
It is still unequalled 
for brilliant aud perm anent coloring, 
but it is being displaced by coal-tar 
products, and the dem and has been 
dw indling in recent years, though 
the Peruvians yield yet am ounts to 
several 
m illions dollars annually. 
The insect is exceedingly m inute, the 
living fem ale—twice as large as the 
male—weighing oolv one-tenth of a 
grain, while 70,000 of the dried bodies 
are required to make a pound. 
The 
females outnum ber 
the males 
200 
to 1, the latter being q u ite useless 
for coloring. 
The 
insects 
appear 
rather m ysteriously after the rainy 
portion of the year and soon cover 
the nopal plant, a kind of cactus, 
living only a tew days at most and 
possibly only a tew hours, but m u lti­ 
plying so rapidly that three crops 
are gathered 
in 
tbe dry season of 
seven months. 
The chemical synthesis ot our foods 
m ust rem ain a dream for the presnt, 
we are told by Prot. T. Bokotny, a 
German chemist. 
With 
tbe aid of 
sunlight, plants form carbohydrates 
from carbonic acid or formaldehyde 
or methyl alcbnl, aud in like manner 
sugars or carbohydrates have been 
producod in the laboratory by a g it a t­ 
ing form aldehyde 
with 
excess 
of 
hydrate ot lime. 
The artificial p ro ­ 
cess, 
however, 
cannot yield cane 
sugar to retail at five or six cents a 
pound, while Em il F is h e r’s albume- 
noids cost many tim es as much as the 
uatural product. 
A curious kinem atograpb illusion 
is the tu rn in g backward of carriage 
wheels. 
An 
ex planation 
is 
that 
between 
the 
instantaneous 
views 
making up the moving picture, the 
wheels moved 
not q u ite the space 
between the spokes, so 
that other 
spokes—all being alike—are seen just 
behind the places first occupied. 
Blectric light treatm ent of disease 
is reported by Russian physicians to 
be effecting many cures where o rd in ­ 
ary remedies fail. 
Dr. Manilow uses 
of lights fifty, thirty-tw o and twenty- 
five candle-power testing both blue 
and white bulbs, and gives exposures 
at distances of eighteen inches and 
less for fifteen to foity-tive m inutes 
at a time. 
The p atient is sometimes 
treated daily, sometimes every third 
day. 
Tbe electric light alone often 
cures, but supplem entary aid is called 
upon at tim es,—in skin diseases, for 
example, a fluorescent paint of a five 
per cent solution of eosin or fuchsin 
being applied. 
Success seems to have 
been especially m arked in hysteria, 
neuralgia, 
rheum atism 
and 
skin 
affections. 
One 
physician m entions 
th a t tlio light invariably proves a mag­ 
nificent tonic, invaluable in insomnia 
aud general debility, aud it bas had 
effect in checking hemorrhages from 
wounds and 
even 
in 
tuberculous 
disease. 
Travelers have noted th a t Damascus 
blades are made only when the wind 
is from the north. 
Tbe experim ents 
of M. Anozoff were suggesed by this 


bint, and have consisted in h ard en ­ 
ing steel instrum ents by cooling them 
in a powerful cu rren t of compressed 
air instead of quenching in water 
The trials 
indicate 
th at for very 
sharp tools this m ethod is superior 
to any other. 
The effect varies with 
the thickness of the mass to be h ard ­ 
ened, and increases with tbe coldness 
of the air and tbe rap id ity of the 
stream. 


A new speed indicator for train s is 
a German 
suggestion. 
A dynam o 
driven by the axle of the locom otive 
would show au increase in voltage 
corresponding to th e num ber of re ­ 
volutions; and a voltm eter with two 
dials could be made to indicate both 
the potential of tbe dynam o and tbe 
corresponding rate per hou r of the 
locomotive. 
An attach m ent 
could 
be added to give a continuous record 
of the speed. 


SAN FRANCiSCO LETTER. 


San Francisco, Septem ber 12:—Few 
persons away from 
San Francisco, 
and who have had no o pp ortu nity of 
seeing conditions exactly as they are 
in this city, have the slightest con­ 
ception of the am ount of work in ­ 
volved in clearing away the debris 
which resulted from tbe d isaster of 
A pril 18. 
Many strangers arriving 
here receive the impression th at n o th ­ 
ing is being done, because they see 
lots innum erable oovered with debris, 
and in some places the streets almost 
in the same condition. 
S hortly after the fire one of the 
largest 
contractors 
on the Pacific 
Coast reviewed the situation and de­ 
clared th at with the most modern and 
best of appliances, and with all the 
men aud teams th at could be utilized, 
it would 
re q u ire eleven m onths 
of 
steady work to remove the debris 
from San Francisco. 
The work that 
bas been done has been under co n­ 
ditions not as favorable as those p re­ 
mised by the contractor, yet to the 
man who lias spent all the tim e sm ce 
the fire in the city, the result is most 
appreciable and most gratitying. 
It m ust be rem embered th a t the 
debris covers an area of 2,560 acres. 
If th e city dweller who reads this 
letter is unaccustomed to com puting 
spaces by aores, let him 'remember 
that 497 city blocks and tbirty-six 
miles of streets were covered with 
d ebu s, consisting 
of brick, stone, 
mortar, ashes, and stru ctu ral steel. 
It is estim ated th at there were six 
and a half billion bricks in tbe ruins 
of San Francisco. These bricks placed 
end to end would encircle the world 
th irty times. 
To haul these bricks 
with two-horse wagons would require 
thirteen thousand loads. 
I t is estim ated 
th a t th eie 
were 
som ething like four m illion cubic 
yards of concrete used in the torritoiy 
devasted. 
T his will weigh five and a 
q uarter m illion tons —a fairly heavy 
load to be carted away. 
Take with 
these brick aud concrete all the b u ild ­ 
ing stone, te rra c o tta , and m arble, and 
ic will be seen th at considerable work 
is to be done before it can be all h a u l­ 
ed away from San Francisco. 
For 
nearly three m onths this debris has 
been taken away at the rate of more 
than 100 car loads a day. 
N ot all of 
it by tb e railroads; it has been going 
in constant processions of wagons from 
all parts of th e city, and has been 
utilized to fill low ground, raise road ­ 
beds, make new land on the bay front, 
form foundations for railroad tracks 
aud bridge work, in fact in a hundred 
ways it has been carried out of the 
burned d istrict to help some other 
section. 
B uilding steel is a most obstinate 
material, when it comes to tearing it 
down from a wrecked building. 
The 
system atic ease with which immense 
steel beams are handled when the 
building is un der construction is a 
dream, but the removal ot th a t same 
steel when it is twisted and distorted 
by fire is a nightm are, 
i t takes time 
and most wonderful patience. 
I t bas 
been estim ated by dealers in iron and 
steel th a t 
the steel debris ol San 
Francisco is worth as ju n k 320,000,­ 
000. 
This means th a t there are about 
2,000,000 tons of this twisted, bent 
and distorted 
metal to be removed 
from the ruins. 
To dism antle a six 
story steel frame requires som ething 
like a m o n th ’s time. 
In this com putation 
1 have not 
taken- into consideration the 75,000,­ 
000 square yards of plastering, nor 
the 
other many 
m illion yards of 
stucco work in ornam entation nor 
tbe ashes trom m illions upon m illions 
of feet of lum ber, trom all the fu rn i­ 
ture of a great d istrict, of the stoves, 
ranges, water and gas piping, p lu m b ­ 
ing m aterial and builders hardware, 
melted, 
iuto 
great 
conglomerate 
masses by tbe heat, and holding in 
their cohesion masses of brick, and 
stone to such an extent th a t they 
have to be separated by the use of 
dynam ite. 
N or has any account been 
taken of the qeensware, glassware and 
table ware of all those homes which 
went up in smoke, nor of the window 
glass in the thousands of windows 
which melted and ran over all the 
debris covering it with a glaze equal 
to th at of any ceram ic oven. 
It is well to take account of what 
the disaster in San Francisco means 
as to extent when criticising the slow­ 
ness of recuperation.

Washington 
Letter. 


Septem ber 8. 


Secretary Shaw this week ad m in is­ 
tered a jo lt to th e stock m arket. 
He 
issued a notice to all the depository 
banks ot the coun try th at they would 
not be allowed to loan government 
funds on call. This is rath er a serious 
pronouncem ent coming trom such a 
source and at such a time. 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact, there has been a campaign 
started for a great bull market in 
New Y'ork. 
Secretary Shaw recently 
made a market, and a very profitable 
m arket too, for his 
P anam a canal 
bonds, by calling in and re d istrib u t­ 
ing a large am ount of money in the 
depository banks. 
Now th a t the bull 
campaign is on, Wail street is feeling 
the need, ot ready funds, and oall 
money for speculative purposes has 
reached au ex orbitant figure,tempting 
many of the depository banks to make 
use of the money in their possession 
and reap the large interest th at it now 
commands. 
Secretary Shaw ’s 
call- 
down on the banks was as follows: 
“ 1 am advised th at many banks scat­ 
tered through the country are loaning 
th e ir surplus funds through brokers 
and others in New York on call at 
high rates of interest. Money loaned 
on call is well nigh universally used 
for speculative purposes. 
1 recognise 
the right ot any individual to specu 
late in stocks, and the legal righ t of 
any bank to loan money at appropriate 
rates of interest at home or abroad on 
ample security even with the know l­ 
edge that it is being used for specula­ 
tive purposes. 
“ I am not willing, however, that 
governm ent money shall be enticed 
away from the locality where it has 
been deposited to be used in this way. 
Public deposits are made in aid of 
legitim ate business as distinguished 
from the speculative, whatever 
its 
nature. 
If you have more money than your 
com m unity can appropriately absorb, 
please retu rn it to tbe treasury, for 
it can be prom ptly placed where it 
will do much g o od .” 
This announcem ent had a severe 
effect on the m arket, and call money 
prom ptly fell to 8 per cent. 
T his will be used by many interests 
as a fu rth er argum ent in tavor of som e­ 
thing like a scientific system of c u r­ 
rency tor this Government. 
I t is not 
likely th at we will ever acquire the 
English 
system 
with 
its 
central 
Governm eut Bank, but it is generally 
adm itted that the present system ot 
helping tbe money m arket depends 
entirely upon the personal judgm ent 
and good will of the secretary of trea­ 
surer and is not a system th at can be 
relied on in a crisis. 
The ceutury old question of New ­ 
foundland fisoing lig hts bas come up 
again with the usual prom ise th at it 
is going to be settled once for ail. 
There has been more trouble than 
usual in the past season over tbe cap ­ 
tu re ot American fishing vessels whose

Now the fish commission has 
appointed A.B. A lexander as a special 
comm issioner and has placed tbe tug 
Potom ac at his disposal for a trip to 
Newfoundland where he will investi­ 
gate the problem on tbe spot. 
Mr 
Alexander will not start until the r e ­ 
tu rn of secretary Root from his South 
American trip, for the secretary will 
have to be p u t in touch with a good 
many 
phases of tbe 
situation 
in 
order to 
ultim ately 
carry on his 
negotiations with G reat B ritain. 
There m ight be more expectation 
of 
a 
successful 
outcom e 
to 
the 
negotiations if it were n ot for the 
fact th at secretary Root is probably 
the most cordially hated A merican 
official when it comes to any dealing 
involving Canada and 
its outlying 
provinces. 
The 
C anadian 
people 
have never forgotten or forgiven his 
part in settling the Alaskan boundary 
dispute in London, and they will be 
exceedingly shy of giving their assent 
to any new treaty in which he has a 
band. 
N atnrally the B ritish govern­ 
m ent does not want to auger Canada 
any more than necessary, and as they 
will not 
be satisfied 
with a new 
treaty, th at 
falls 
short ot giving 
everything 
to 
N ew foundland 
aud 
nothing to the U nited 
States, the 
outlook for an amicable settlem ent is 
not much 
brighter than it was a 
hundred years ago. 
The passage of the new rate law has 
made considerable work for the in ter­ 
state commerce commission. 
i t will 
make more work before all tbe con­ 
stitu tion al details of tbe new law are 
settled by the courts. 
There will be 
a continual series of hearings lasting 
well into the spring before tbe vari­ 
ous transportation lines, pipe lines 
and express com panies all have even 
had th eir first innings. 
One of the 
most curious cases th a t bas yet d e ­ 
veloped was a com plaint this week 
from one Eugene Walker, of Media, 
Pa., who stated that be bad been 
blacklisted by the B. & O. R. R. be­ 
cause of patronizing a trolley line. 
I t has been expected th a t there would 
be some com plaint in this direction 
ever since the interurban trolley line 
became such serious com petitors for 
the short haul passenger traffic on 
the railroads. 
The com plaint alleges that he and 
others 
patronized 
a 
trolley 
line 
paralleling the B. & O., and as a 
punisblm ent the railroad induced the 
United States Express Company lo 
w ithdraw certain package privileges 
they had previously enjoyed. 
The 
interstate commerce commission will 
set a bearing for the case, 
but they 


say th at there is little ledress for the 
com plainants, except in the issuance 
of au order for the express companies 
to treat all th eir patrons alike. 
Soarcely has the appeal for funds 
in aid of th e San Francisco e a rth ­ 
quake sufferers been forgotten, when 
the U nited States is asked to con­ 
trib u te sim ilar relief to Valpariso. 
The appeal has been sent to the state 
departm ent by Mr H icks, the United 
States m inister to Chili, who says 
th at the local situ atio n is very d is­ 
tressing and th a t funds should be 
sent if possible by cable. 
I t is true 
th at the president issued a proclam a­ 
tion on the subject of C hilian con­ 
tribu tion s as soon as the news of the 
earthquake 
was 
received 
in 
this 
country. 
Agents of the Red Cross 
were also sent to the spot, but actual 
contributions have been exceedingly 
few. 
The state d epartm ent has been 
rather mortified at th is failure 
to 
respond and hope is expressed that 
money in aid of the C hilian sufferers 
will soon be forthcom ing in larger 
quantities. 
The C hilian governm ent 
has made no direct appeal for aid to 
this country, but it is known never­ 
theless th at contribution would be 
received there with the deepest g rati­ 
tude.

The supervisors have Hxed the tax 
rate for state and county purposes 
for the ensuing year at $2.10 on each 
8100.

represents the 10 ceDts special road 
tax tor improving the main thorougb- 
tares, making the total tax for road 
purposes 46 cents. This is a higher 
rate than has been levied for some 
years. It must be understood that 
the territory included within the 
coporate lim its of Jackson is exempt 
for the operation of the county road 
taxes, both general and special. For 
the city of Jackson, therefore, the 
state and county tax rate is 51.66. To 
this must be added 10 cents for Jack­ 
son school bonds redemption fund, 
and 55 cents levied by the city trus­ 
tees for city purposes, making a total 
tax of 52.31. This is an increase of 
21 cents over the tax rate last year 
for the property holders of Jackson. 
When the difference in the state tax 
is taken into consideration, the in 
crease is raised to nearly 25 cents.

State Politics. 


FOB ASSEMBLYMAN. 
George F. Snyder, the republican 
nominee for the assembly from this 
district, is a young man who was born 
and reared to manhood in Calaveras 
county, 
lie is one of a large family 
whose parents have resided in that 
county for nearly fifty years. 
II is 
brother, J. P. Snyder, is the present 
district attorney of Calaveras county 
and has been re-nominated for that 
position. 
Mr Snyder, the nominee 
tor the assembly, is, also, a lawyer 
by profession, having been admitted 
to practice about three years ago. 
He has, for the last two years, served 
Calaveras county as depnty district 
attorney, and has won for himself a 
considerable reputation as a prose­ 
cutor. 
He is au earnest and able speaker, 
and is well qualified to represent the 
district in the assembly, and we 
commend him to the voters of the 
district as being well worthy of their 
consideration in choosing one to 
represent them in this branch of the 
government. 
The district 
comprises 
Mono, 
Alpine, Amador and Calaveras coun­ 
ties. 
The democratic convention has con­ 
ferred the distinction for making 
the running for state senator in this 
district upon A. Caminetti of Jack­ 
son. 
Caminetti has always proved a 
good vote getter, especially in his 
own county. 
He has a republican 
majority of 500 to overcome in the 
five counties—namely, El Doiado, 
Amador, Calaveras, Alpine and Mono. 
It is an uphill fight, but the demucracy 
oonoluded that if any one could pull 
througt it was Caminetti.

Never in the history of the state 
was the political field so mixed and 
uncertain as in the present campaign. 
There are now five tickets in the field, 
with one or two mote pending. 
The 
republicans have a big majority to go 
on. 
The Roosevelt vote of two years 
ago cannot be considered a fair cri­ 
terion to go by. There was an abnor­ 
mally heavy vote cast for the head of 
the ticket that year. 
Still on a 
straight issue between the two great 
parties, the republicans would cer­ 
tainly have a margin ot 50,000 in their 
favor. 
This under ordinary condi­ 
tions would be ample to pull the 
whole ticket through to victory. The 
m ultiplicity of party tickets, should 
help rather than hurt the republicans. 
The socialists independent league, 
and labor parties moreover tend to 
draw more votes from the democrats 
than republicans. The pivotal point 
of this canvass is the action of the 
union labor party. Pressure is being 
brought to bear upon them from both 
sides. 
They can hardly be expected 
to indorse Uillett, but the republic­ 
ans want them to do next best tning 
for their candidate, namely, to put 
up a candidate of their own. 
One 
wing of the laborites—would like to 
indorse Beli, the straightout demo­ 
cratic nominee, or leave the place 
vacant, 
which would practically 
amount to the same thiDg. They are 
not inclined to indorse Langdon, 
who was evidently thrust into the 
field expecting to be indorsed not 
only by the laborites, but also by tbe 
regular democracy. 
The situation is 
wonderfully mixed, and party lines 
are broken up íd state affairs as they 
have never been before. 
The selection ot W . Englebright, 
as the republican candidate for con 
gress in this district, is a wise one. 
He hails from Nevada county, the 
leading gold mining county in the 
state. He Í3 thoroughly identified 
with the people of the mining section, 
is an able, progressive citizen, and 
gifted to a degree that will enable 
him to watch for the best interests of 
the district in the halls of congress. 
That he will be elected is a foregone 
conclusion. 
His competitor is laft 
of Del Norte. 
Caminetti was urged 
to make the run again on the demo­ 
cratic side, but the fight he made two 
years ago convinced him of the hope 
iessness of the ta3k, and he declined. 


Dwelling Burned. 
The dwelling house of Robert Ellis, 
on Jackson- creek, about four miles 
south of this city was utterly de­ 
stroyed by fire, with all contents, 
early yesterday morning. 
There was 
no one in the place at the time the 
tire started. Mr Ellis and the two 
employes had started from the house 
shortly atter 8 o’clock. 
Some time 
thereafter, George Ellis, a brother, 
happeud along and saw the smoke in 
the direction of the dwelling, and 
hastened to the scene. 
The flames 
had got such a start, that it was 
impossible to save anything. 
The 
house and all the furniture and cloth­ 
ing were a total loss. The walls were 
of stone, and they are badly cracked 
and damaged by the fierce heat. The 
large bains near 
by, and other 
outbuildings 
were saved. 
There 
was an insurance of 5950 on the pro­ 
perty destroyed, but this will not 
begin to cover the loss. 
The house 
had four rooms, and was a sub­ 
stantially built 
and comfortably 
furnished home. 


Death of a Pioneer Journalist. 
The Ha Salle (Illinois) Tribune, a 
copy of which has been kindly for­ 
warded to us, states that Edward 
Cushiug Webster, who was connected 
with the early history of Amador 
county, died in that city on the 1st 
of September last, at the age of 77 
years. The paper gives the following 
interesting reminiscences of pioneer 
newspaper days in Amador couuty. 
As The Tribune has previously men­ 
tioned, he had been a resident of Ea 
Salle ooutiuously from the yeur 1855. 
He came there in company and in 
business association with the late 
Charles Boynton for the purpose of 
establishing The La Salle Tress. At 
that time the development of the 
coal fields in this neighborhood, the 
talk of iron industries, railroads built 
and projected, canal and river trans­ 
portation and enthusiasm among 
eastern capitalists, combined to pre­ 
sent a rosy picture ot La Salle’s 
future as a “second Pittsburg. ” Hav­ 
ing returned from the gold camps of 
California, where he went in 1849 as 
a youth of tweuty, to pay a brief visit 
to friends and relatives in NewHamp- 
shire, Boston, and New York, in 
company with Mr Boynton, (a per­ 
sonal attachment of an unusually 
strong kind having sprung up between 
them) the “ prospects” at La Salle 
came to tbeir attention and they were 
urged to ioiu forces' with interested 
people in helping along the new town 
and its ambitious enterprises. Mr 
Boynton was a man of rare force and 
ability as a writer, according to Mr 
Webster’s view, his admiratiou for 
bis friend being boundless. 
So they 
came to La Salle and issued the first 
copy of The La Salie Press on Janu­ 
ary 1, 1856. 
There are probably few persons who 
remember those days and the kind of 
paper that Mr Webster and Mr Boyn­ 
ton published. 
Those who have seen 
the files will admit that no better or 
stronger paper ever came from the 
press anywhere. 
Few of the big 
metropolitan papers of today can 
show early issues of equal interest 
andjmerit. No city with “ a future 
before it” has been more fortunate 
than La Salle in the character of its 
initial journalism. 
A long chapter of interesting inci­ 
dents, some of them picturesque, 
might be written of the friendship 
between Mr Webster ana Mr Boynton. 
They met in California in the town 
or mining camp of Jackson, 
Mr 
Boynton was the great man of the 
plaoe. He was looked upon as the 
person to decide all public questions. 
Power as a speaker and a facile pen 
had given him prominence. For a 
large section of country Mr Boynton 
was the mouthpiece and the boss, 
being appealed to from all sides and 
consulted as an authority by the pol­ 
iticians and newspapers of the state 
It was one of his pastimes to pub­ 
lish a newspaper, the edition being 
limited to a single copy, written by 
hand and tacked up on b bulletin 
board. Some time after Mr Webster 
reached Jackson a new paper of sim­ 
ilar get-up, called The Owl, made its 
appearance. It engaged its esteemed 
contemporary, the Boynton produc 
tion, in lively and vigorous style 
Plainly somebody, either for amuse 
ment or irrepressible love of a scrap, 
was challenging the great Boynton. 
Soon Tne Owl’s following and popu 
larity swept the town. 
For a long 
time the writer of The Owl kept in 
the dark, as all owls are fond of do 
ing. Finally, Mr Webster could no 
longer disguise his authorship of it. 
Out of a wholesome mental respect, 
born of controversy and sharp-pointed 
humor, grew an ardent friendship be­ 
tween the two men. 
By their in 
flueDce 
and 
initiative Calaveras 
county, California, was divided and 
the county of Amador created. 
Partly in order to rest after their 
lobors in this respect and partly be­ 
cause of homesickness for a sight of 
the east, the two young men sailed 
for New Y'ork, by the isthmus route, 
intending to return to the Golden 
state within a few weeks. But it was 
Mr Boynton’s fate to die within a 
year, of pneumonia, caused by a cold 
contracted in La Salle, 
and Mr 
Webster was destined never to see 
California again, for which stato ho 
had an abiding affection.

Pioneer Gathering. 


On Sunday, Sept. 9, C harley Peters, 
tno oldest pioneer ot this section, 
being 82 years, and a resident since 
the days of '49, held a reunion of old 
tim ers at his home on the Good Hope 
mine 
grounds. 
A ll pioneers were 
welcome to attend, and many sons of 
the early settlers were also expected. 
I t has been a custom with this vener­ 
able 49er to have a gathering of this 
kind on Admission day, and this year 
the custom was to be observed with 
more than usual ceremony. 
Charley, 
who 
notw ithstanding the flight of 
years, is about the liveliest specimen 
of hum anity anyway near his age in 
these parts, went to work and with 
his own hands, 
prepared the royal 
feast. 
He lives alone, and the bill of 
fare consisted of bacon and beans, 
aud other delicacies of ancient times. 
To cook the beans he used an iron 
vessel handed down trom early times. 
This he treasures as an heirloom of 
great value, aud 
trots it out for 
service only on im portant occasions. 
He made preparations to r 70 persons. 
There were one-thiid ot th at num ber 
present, and. they had a glorious time, 
Reminiscences of the “ days of go ld” 
were retold with all th e vim and fire 
of youth. 
Of course there was a 
large q u an tity of provisions left over, 
these Charley took around to pioneer 
fam ilies the following day. 
By the 
way Peters ran a foot race at the 
labor day 
celebration against two 
other pioneers, Jam es Meehan and 
Charley Meek. There were two heats. 
Meek won the first event, as it is 
claimed by a scratch, Meehan, 
who 
was ahead, m aking almost a dead stop 
before reaching 
the winning line, 
tbeieby enabling Meek to pass him. 
It was run over again, and the second 
time pioneer Meehan was declared 
the winner. 
Peters says that he was 
ahead, but 
slacked 
up as he a p ­ 
proached the winning line, and M ee­ 
han was able to grab the string ot 
victory ahead of him. 
Peters thinks 
be is entitled to the credit of being 
the most 
sprighty pioneer 
ot the 
bunch. 
While he is 82, Meehan is 72, 
and Meek is 79 years.

FATAL FIRE AT VOLCANO. 


T. J. Quinn Consumed in His Dwell­ 


ing. 


Volcano was the scene of a shock­ 
ing catastrophe last n ig ht about 10 
o ’clock. 
There was 
a ball in the 
town 
th a t 
evening, given 
by the 
Rebekah lodge, and the dance drew 
a large num ber of pleasure seekers 
from the surrou nd ing country. 
In 
the m idst of the festivites the alarm 
of fire was raised, and a rush was 
made 
toward 
the 
spot where the 
flames had already obtained a strong 
foothold. 
I t proved to be the dw ell­ 
ing house in the heart ot the town, 
owned by Mrs About, and occupied 
by 
Thomas J. Q uinn, the 
village 
blacksm ith. 
L ittle could be done to 
save anything in the house, and the 
efforts of the fire fighters, aided by a 
good supply ot water u nder pressure 
were directed towards confining the 
fire to the one 
building where it 
originated. 
This they]'succeeded iu 
doing. 
A tter the first 
excitem ent 
was over, and the fire was subdued, 
inquiries were made as to the where­ 
abouts of Q uinn. 
He was nowhere to 
be found. 
It was known th at he had 
been on a drunken spree, and that 
his family, consisting of a wife and 
two children, had gone tem porarily 
to the home of relatives in another 
part of the town. 
A bout 12 o'clock 
when a search ot the blackened ruins 
was possible, 
the charred body of 
Q uinn was found among the debris. 
How the fire started is a m atter of 
conjecture only. 
i t is supposed that 
a lam p was overturned. 
He was 45 
years, and the proprietor of the old 
blacksm ith and wagon-making shop 
of the town. 
H e was a first-class 
workman, and his only failing was 
his appetite for drink, which at in 
tervals was too 
much for him to 
resist, and 
which 
resulted in his 
tragic death.

CURIO US FISH. 


T h e y K e e p T h e ir E g g s In N a tu ra l 
P o c k e ts In T h e ir M ou th*. 
In the sea of Galilee, or Lake Tibe­ 
rias, as it Is also called, there is a 
strauge fish named the Chromis simo- 
nis, which is more careful of its young 
than fish generally are. 
The male 
takes the eggs in bis mouth and keeps 
them in his natural side pockets, where 
they are regularly hatched and remain 
until able to shift for themselves. By 
this Ingenious arrangement the brood 
is comparatively guarded against its 
natural enemies. It is easily fed, too, 
but It is a puzzle how the little ones 
escape being eaten alive. Awhile ago, 
says a traveler writing to a religious 
contemporary, I found in my net a 
number of these fish without eyes. 
Others of the species, when I lifted 
them up, dropped a number of little 
fishes out of their mouths, which swam 
away hastily. 
The natives explained 
the phenomenon. 
The blind chromis 
is the victim of sea hawks. 
When 
these birds have eaten their fill they 
begin to look out for tidbits.- After 
catching a fish they hit its forehead 
with their sharp beak, knocking out 
the middle part, in which their eyes are 
set. 
The bony structure is dropped 
Into the water, but the eyes are eaten 
by 
the 
birds 
with 
great 
relish. 
Strangely enough, the fish generally 
survive this rough treatm ent. 
The 
wound heals up quickly In water, and 
they continue to ply the lake for food 
as if nothing bad happened.—London 
Standard.

T h e Old T i n a t'se o f T a r tu r r la L e g a l 
P vo cejt.es, 
The constitution of the United States 
aud the constitutions of tho various 
states in prohibiting cruel and unusual 
punishments were not fighting an ab­ 
surdity. 
The use of torture in legal 
processes was not, when these instru­ 
ments were framed, so remote as it Is 
now. 
When Sir Thomas Dole came as high 
marshal to Virginia he crushed a con­ 
spiracy by killing the ringleaders by 
torture. 
One had a bodkin thrust 
' through his tongue and was chained 
to a tree until he died. 
Others were 
broken on the wheel. 
It Is quaintly 
stated that Sir Thomas was “a man 
of good conscience and knowledge In 
divinity.” Dole’s date was 1011. 
The next notable instance of the use 
of torture was in 1092, In the Salem 
w itchcraft 
excitement, 
when 
Giles 
Cory was pressed to death—the “peine 
dure et forte,” the most horrible of 
deaths. 
Executions were in public through­ 
out the east until comparatively recent 
times. 
When Quelch, the pirate, and 
six others were hanged In Boston, Sew- 
ail wrote in his diary, “When the scaf­ 
fold was let to sink there was such a 
screech of the women that my wife 
hoard it, sitting in our entry next to 
the orchard," though the gallows was 
a mile away and the wind unfavorable. 
The use of torture to wring the truth 
from witnesses Is said to have been rec­ 
ognized as legal In Austria until well 
within the century. 


A n c ie n t R o ses. 
Flinders Petrie, the archaeologist, 
while excavating among some ancient 
Egyptian tombs, found a wreath of 
roses which had been bound Into a 
garland and buried with the dead thou­ 
sands of years ago. M, Crepln, the bot­ 
anist and microscoplst, made a care­ 
ful examination of this queer find and 
prepared a paper on It which he read 
before the Royal society of Belgium. 
From this paper It appears that In 
places where the flowers were matted 
together they still retained their color 
as well as a very faint odor. 
The 
species to which they belong Is now ex­ 
tinct, but a rose resembling them In 
several particulars is still grown in 
Egypt and Abyssinia.

One of the most powerful aud vivid 
descriptive portions of the book of 
Genesis is that devoted to the wonder­ 
ful story of the deluge. Together with 
the accounts of Adam’s fall, the slay­ 
ing of Abel and the turning of Lot’s 
wife into a pillar of salt, every one 
remembers from childhood how Noah 
was warned of the doom impending 
over the children of men aud how he 
constructed a huge ark in which he did 
live, himself and his family and two 
of every beast of the field and fowl of 
the air, for the space of 100 days, or 
until the w aters subsided and the dry 
land appeared. But the Biblical recital 
of this terrible visitation of divine 
w rath Is by no means the only one. 
In fact, the most skeptically inclined 
must believe that something of the sort 
actually occurred long ago, for it has 
been perpetuated not only in the Tal­ 
mud aud Koran, but In tbe legends of 
almost every nation aud race that ever 
lived on the face of the earth, including 
the Chinese, the ancient Aztecs of 
Mexico, the Indian tribes of North and 
South America and even the savages 
of Africa. 
The story, of course, varies material­ 
ly in the multitudinous traditions, but 
the gist of it remains substantially the 
same—namely, that the earth was once 
visited by a great flood lu which nearly 
every living thing was overwhelmed 
and lost. Thus in the Koran we read 
that Noah constructed the ark with 
divine assistance and was railed at for 
his pains by the wicked. When the 
time prescribed for the punishment of 
mankind arrived, w ater was seen to 
flow from the burning oven of Noah’s 
wife, and immediately all the veins 
and arteries of the earth broke and 
spurted out water. 
Noah was then admonished in these 
words: “Take and bring Into the ark 
two couples of every kind of animal, 
male and female, with all your family, 
except him who has been condemned 
by your mouth, and receive the faith­ 
ful and even the unbelieving, but few 
only will enter.” The Koran also says 
that the ark was built in two years 
and that it contained three stories, the 
upper one for the birds, the middle one 
for the men and the provisions and the 
hold for the beasts. Canaan, the son 
of Ham, refused to be saved. There­ 
fore Noah cursed him, and his posteri­ 
ty became black and wore enslaved. 
The Persians assert that Ham incurred 
his father’s malediction as well. When 
six months had passed the ark rested 
on the top of Mount DJondl (Ararat), 
after having made the circuit of the 
world. Tabari says that two sorts of 
animals left the ark which had not en­ 
tered it—the pig and the cat. Concern­ 
ing the latter we have this interesting 
piece of Information: When the rats be­ 
gan to make trouble the voyagers com­ 
plained to Noah. Whereupon the patri­ 
arch “passed bis band down tbe back 
of tbe lion, who sneezed, and tbe cat 
leaped out of its nose. And the cat ate 
tbe rats.” 
According to the Talmud, Noah and 
his family and one pair of each kind of 
beast were to be saved in the ark, hut 
of every clean beast seven were to en­ 
ter In. The rhinoceros, however, had 
fo he left out, for the simple but suffi­ 
cient reason that its neck alone was 
three miles long. Nevertheless all the 
rabbinic writers agree that the rhi­ 
noceros survived the flood; hence it is 
reasonable to suppose that the huge 
beast was taken in tow by a rope at­ 
tached to its horn. Some authorities 
likewise declare that Noah extended 
his hospitality to another outsider in 
the shape of Og, the giant, who climb­ 
ed on the roof of the ark and received 
his dally food through a hole bored in 
the side of the vessel. 
Ararat has been known under this 
name for 3,000 years, and an Armenian 
w riter declares that an entire country 
was so called after Aral the Fair, an 
ancient Armenian king, who lived 
about 1750 B. C. He fell in a bloody 
battle with the Babylonians, and the 
scene of his death was thenceforth 
known as Arai-Arat, or the Fall of 
Aral. Josephus refers to the mountain 
as Nazuana and declares that the re­ 
mains of the ark were there to be seen 
carefully preserved. 
Almost nil the Asiatic traditions 
closely resemble the Biblical account. 
Berosus In his Chaldee history (B. C. 
200) speaks of ten kings, who appear 
to correspond to the ten patriarchs in 
Genesis before the flood. The last of 
these kings was called Xisuthrus. Be­ 
rosus relates that “Kronos appeared to 
Xisuthrus in a dream and warned him 
that all men would be destroyed by a 
deluge on the 15th of the month Dae- 
Blos and commanded him to write 
down all the learning and science of 
men and to hide It In the sun city 
Siparls and then to build a ship and 
enter it along with his- family and rela­ 
tives and nearest friends and to take 
Into it with him food and drink and 
beasts and winged fowl. When he was 
asked whither he was about to sail, he 
was bidden to reply, ‘To the gods to 
pray them that men- mny prosper.’ ” 
Xisuthrus did as he was commanded 
and when the flood showed signs of 
Abating he sent out three birds in suc­ 
cession. 
The first and second came 
back, the latter with mud on its feet, 
but the third returned not. Soon after 
this the ship was stranded on a moun­ 
tain, and Xisuthrus disembarked with 
his family, offered thanks to the gods 
aud vanished. 
Subsequently the re 
maining survivors heard his voice in 
the heavens, bidding them fear God 
and to take his writings out of Sipari# 
and from them Instruct men.

L a n g u a g e In F r a n c e .

Then there are Flemish, still 
spoken by a comparatively small num­ 
ber in northeastern France, Catalan in 
the Pyrenees-Orientales aud Langue­ 
doc and Provencal, whose gradual ex­

Eczema can, even when inherited, be 
controlled by attention to the general 
principles of health—cleanliness, exer­ 
cise, proper diet, clothing and ventila­ 
tion. Eczema patients, old aud young, 
should never use stimulants in any 
form. 
They should take dally hatha 
aud be most particular as to the regu­ 
larity of all important bodily functions. 
Occasional doses of mild saline aperi­ 
ents, such as cream tartar, phosphate 
of soda or the old fashioned remedy of 
lac sulphur and cream tartar, mixed in 
equal quantities, with enough molasses 
to form a creamy paste and taken 
three times a day for ten days running, 
then omitted until again required, will 
be found of wonderful benefit. Let the 
patient drink freely of lemonade aud 
avoid salt meats, pork in any form, 
and live upon a diet of fruits, red 
meats aud antiscorbutic vegetables. 
Many people are particularly suscep­ 
tible to shellfish, and a case of eczema 
sometimes follows the eating of lobster 
repeatedly. Strawberries will also pro­ 
duce this effect frequently. 
Vigorous 
exercise will often, by inducing excess­ 
ive perspiration, act as a curative for 
eczema, particularly when combined 
with the use of a harmless external 
application. Sulphur baths are effica­ 
cious for most skin diseases. If possi­ 
ble, it is well to take them in an estab­ 
lished bath house, hut they may he pre­ 
pared at home as follows: To each ten 
gallons of w ater add an ounce of sul- 
phuret of potassium, or to each fifteen 
gallous of water add an ounce of sul- 
phuret of calcium. Where there Is itch­ 
ing aud the eruption seems virulent the 
sulphur hath is excellent as a prelimi­ 
nary treatment. 


GREAT MUSIC.

Great music is a physical storm, agi­ 
tating to unimaginable depth the mys­ 
tery of the past within us — or we 
might say it is a prodigious incanta­ 
tion, every different instrument and 
voice making separate appeal to dif­ 
ferent billions of prenatal memories.

T lie Ston e F o re s ts o f A riz o n a . 
The regions of the Little Colorado 
river in Arizona abound in wonderful 
vegetable petrifactions, whole forests 
being found in some places which are 
hard as flint, but which look as if but 
recently stripped of their foliage. Some 
of these stone trees are standing just 
as natural as lite, while others are 
piled across each other just like the 
fallen monarch of a real wood forest. 
Geologists say that these stone trees 
were once covered to the depth of a 
thousand feet with marl, which trans­ 
formed them from wood to solid rock. 
This marl after the lapse of ages vyash- 
ed out, leaving some of the trees stand­ 
ing in an upright position. The major­ 
ity of them, however, are piled helter 
skelter in all directions, thousands of 
cords being sometimes ¡tiled up ou au 
acre of ground. 


O bsolete F o o d s, 
In Great Britain we have left off eat­ 
ing many wild creatures that formerly 
were accounted delicacies. For exam­ 
ple, the young gulls—we mean the 
black headed, inland nesting variety- 
used to be collected and sold for pies 
and puddings.
